SANDOWN -The board 
of selectmen, led by office 
manager Lynne Blaisdell, 
began its review of potential 
2013 warrant articles. 

Blaisdell has been com- 
piling an informal list 
throughout the year as 
selectmen suggest items. At 
this point, almost all of the 
list remained intact, but 
selectmen expressed some 
disagreement with a few at 
Monday night's meeting. 

Currently a single per- 
son is required to serve as 
both the code enforcement 
officer and building inspec- 
tor, but discussion has cen- 
tered on whether to split 
those positions. Years ago 
voters approved the posi- 
tions as an item, so a war- 
rant article is required to 
undo that decision. 



Prompting the discus- 
sion initially was the fact 
that recently resigned build- 
ing inspector/code enforce- 
ment officer Ken Sherwood 
also served as health officer, 
electrical inspector and sep- 
tic inspector. 

While selectmen Brenda 
Copp and Jim Devine said 
the two should be separat- 
ed, Hans Nicolaisen and 
Tom Tombarello said they 
didn't see the need to do so. 

Tombarello and Nico- 
laisen said they were in 
favor of separating out the 
other three positions that 
Sherwood once held, but 
added that it made sense to 
keep the inspector and 
enforcer together. 

Devine argued that it 
could be a conflict of inter- 
est to have the building 
inspector approving work 
as well as enforcing the 
codes. Nicolaisen said he

didn't see such an issue and 
Blaisdell suggested that the 
Zoning Board of Adminis- 
tration acted as a check and 
balance on the position. 

The board agreed to 
look into state laws sur- 
rounding the positions 
before moving forward with 
a warrant article. 

Other potential articles 
include: creating an ordi- 
nance to govern the times 
when noise is allowed at 
construction sites, amend- 
ments to the current house 
numbering ordinance, land- 
scaping at the library, cre- 
ation of a capital reserve 
fund for fire department 
equipment, increasing the 
sum for the annual fire- 
works show, creation of a 
capital reserve fund for 
future revaluations, a new 
pickup truck for the high- 
way department and adding

Hampstead School Board Gets 
Per-Pupil Cost Comparisons

HAMPSTEAD - Hamp- 
stead School Board member 
Jim Stewart told his fellow 
members that he wants to tell 
residents who is employed by 
the schools - the number of 
teachers, aides, other para- 
professionals and staff, with 
an exact head count. He 
emphasized that many 
Hampstead residents are 
unemployed and have lost 
their homes, and many sen- 
iors claim tax exemptions, 
meaning fewer residents 
shoulder the tax burden. 

At the previous School 
Board meeting, Stewart 
quoted per-pupil cost fig- 
ures gathered by one of the 
unsuccessful candidates for 
the superintendent's posi- 
tion, Phillys Hill, and asked 
for an explanation of why, 



over the last 10 years, 
Hampstead's cost per pupil 
had increased 117 percent 
while the Timberlane Dis- 
trict's per-pupil cost rose 93 
percent. Hampstead schools 
are part of the Hamp- 
stead/Timberlane District. 

At the Sept. 25 meeting, 
Assistant Superintendent 
Winfried Feneberg called 
Hill's information "faulty." 
He pointed out that Hamp- 
stead tuitions its high 
school students to Pinker- 
ton Academy in Derry, 
while Timberlane students 
attend Timberlane Regional 
High School in Plaistow. By 
sending its students to 
Pinkerton, Hampstead has 
to pay tuition and special 
education costs per pupil, as 
set by Pinkerton. 

Feneberg said the correct 
comparison using 2000-01 
per-pupil cost for Hamp- 



stead, including Pinkerton 
tuition and Special Educa- 
tion costs, was $7,242, and 
was $6,429 for Timberlane. 
For 2010-11, the Hampstead 
per-pupil cost was $14,162, 
and Timberlane was 
$12,414. That resulted in 
Hampstead showing an 
increase of 95.5 percent, 
while Timberlane increased 
93.1 percent. Feneberg said 
there was no significant dif- 
ference in those increases. 

Noting the increase of 
students reported in both the 
third and fourth grades at 
Hampstead Central School, 
Stewart asked if the district 
pursues residency checks. 
Feneberg said investigations 
are strongly pursued. 

For 2009, Hampstead 
conducted four residency 
investigations; in 2010 and 
2011, there were two each

Chester Scarecrows Make

CHESTER - As September ended, 
the Chester scarecrows began popping 
up around town, but with Oct. 1 as the 
intended unveiling date, streets across 
town will now be a little bit more inter- 
esting. 

The burlap-headed characters have 
become an instant tradition in town 
since Jackie and Don Brown, together 
with the historical society, began creat- 
ing them in 2010. That first round of 
construction turned out about 60 
scarecrows and in each year since, 
more and more have appeared.

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Local Lake Drawdown Dates Set for Coming Days

The state has announced 
its 2012 fall drawdown of 
lakes, and that includes 
Angle Pond in Sandown and 
Ballard Pond in Derry. 

According to the New 
Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services 



(DES), the state drawdown 
of lakes and ponds con- 
trolled by dams owned by 
the DES means that Angle 
Pond will be drawn down 2 
feet from its full depth on 
Oct. 8. Ballard Pond will be 
drawn down 9.7 feet from 
its full depth this year on 
the same date. The reason 
for the deeper drawdown is 



to allow repairs to be made 
to the Taylor Brook/Ballard 
Pond dam. 

Beaver Lake in Derry 
will be drawn down the day 
after Columbus Day by the 
town, according to Derry 
Superintendent of Opera- 
tions Alan Cote. He said a 
contractual agreement 
between the residents and 



the town is in place for the 
Columbus weekend start 
for the drawdown. 

The drawdown at Sunset 
Lake in Hampstead will be 
on Oct. 6. 

As for Big Island Pond, 
in Atkinson, Derry and 
Hampstead, Cindy Lanou- 
ette, a member of Friends of 
Big Island Pond, said "We 



will begin to have the dam 
drawdown beginning every 
year on Oct. 12, regardless 
of what day it falls on. We 
do not close the dam back 
up until ice-out, which 
means the lake ice is all 
melted. Because that varies 
from year to year, the date 
also varies." 

Generally lake levels are 



allowed by the state to 
return to the normal full 
level in the spring. Beaver 
Lake drawdown stays in 
progress for two weeks, 
allowing lakefront residents 
to clear the area exposed. 
Big Island Pond stays down 
until spring, as does Sunset 
Lake. 



Southern Rockingham Youth Coalition Loses Funding

The Southern Rocking- 
ham Coalition for Healthy 
Youth (SoRock) is worried. 
After 15 years of carrying 
out its mission with the help 
of Title IV grant money 
from Safe and Drug Free 
School funds, Congress 
recently eliminated several 
programs administered by 
the Office of Safe and Drug- 
Free Schools, virtually 
pulling the rug out from 
under the organization. 

SoRock member Pat 
Jacobellis, who is guidance 
counselor at Hampstead 
Middle School, and Coalition 
Coordinator Jennifer Self- 
ridge explained the group is 
strapped for funds and will 
lose its two grant writers, 
who do the bulk of the orga- 



nization's fund raising efforts. 

The coalition promotes, 
supports, and sustains 
healthy choices for chil- 
dren, youth and families by 
working to reduce and pre- 
vent alcohol, marijuana, 
prescription and other drug 
abuse. Its motto is "Togeth- 
er we can make a differ- 
ence." 

The coalition is made up 
of parents, youth, profes- 
sionals and community 
members and covers the 
Fremont, Hampstead, San- 
born and Timberlane school 
communities - the towns of 
Atkinson, Danville, Fre- 
mont, Hampstead, King- 
ston, Newton, Plaistow and 
Sandown. 

It provides a family 
resource center with materi- 
als for the community on 
substance abuse, alcohol,

tobacco, and violence pre- 
vention; holds workshops 
for youth and families; 
hosts community education 
forums; and offers recovery 
support groups for parents 
and youth. 

As of December, the 
coalition's funding will dry 
up. A steering committee is 
looking to find new ways to 



obtain loans and grants. 

In Hampstead, SoRock 
has provided funding for 
Project Respect, Olweus 
anti-bullying training and 
materials, and suicide pre- 
vention training. 

"Our Peer Mediation, 
Leaders in Prevention pro- 
gram, from which our own 
school Leaders in Preven- 



tion Club grew, support for 
Red Ribbon Day and being 
able to get dynamic speakers 
and presentations such as 
Rachel's Challenge, all came 
through SoRock," Jacobellis 
said. "We will be losing a 
lot. We are looking for dedi- 
cated funding, donations, 
contributions from busi- 
nesses, individuals, organi- 



zations, clubs and groups. 
We are desperately in need 
of $89,000 for rent, salaries 
and resources to keep our 
grant writers and thus keep 
our work ongoing."

HAMPSTEAD - Al- 
though residents opposing 
the proposed Depot Cross- 
ing development at the cor- 
ner of Derry and Depot 
roads and Main Street 
(Route 121) filled the hear- 
ing room for a Planning 
Board hearing and had their 
lawyer there ready to go, it 
was all for naught. The 
required permit had not 
materialized, and develop- 
ers Richie Towne and Bruce 
Worthen asked the Plan- 



ning Board on Monday 
night for another continu- 
ance. 

The next meeting of the 
Planning Board is Nov. 5, 
but Towne and Worthen 
asked the board to meet in 
two weeks, something it 
would normally do if things 
were busy. The board dis- 
cussed the request briefly, 
and after asking if Towne 
were sure he would have the 
state driveway permit in 
hand by then and received 
an affirmative answer, the 
board voted to meet Oct. 15 
for the Depot Crossing 
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hearing. 

The residents' attorney, 
Scott Hogan - the same 
attorney they had a decade 
ago when the development 
was first proposed - asked if 
he would be granted a full 
opportunity to present new 
traffic and safety informa- 
tion and to state his case at 
that meeting. Board chair- 
man Randy Clark said he 
would. 

In other business Mon- 
day night, the board 



approved the final chapter 
of the Master Plan, on Land 
Use. Residents can come to 
the office and get a disk if 
they wish to see the maps 
that are too big to add to the 
chapter. Board member Paul 
Carideo said he thought he 
could find the appropriate 
software to reduce the maps 
to a size that would allow 
them to be physically added 
to the chapter, and Clark 
asked him to try and do so.

Former Hampstead Student Challenges Students at Project Respect

HAMPSTEAD - Victoria 
Arlen was attending school 
in Hampstead when she was 
struck with transverse 
myelitis. The illness put her 
in a wheelchair in the fifth 
grade, and she slipped into 
a coma that lasted for more 
than two years. 

While she was not 
expected to survive that 
vegetative state, today she is 
the proud possessor of a 
Gold Medal in swimming 
that she won at the 2012 
Paralympic Games in Lon- 
don, where she shattered a 
world record - all without 



the use of her legs, as she is 
paralyzed from the waist 
down. 

Now 17, Arlen was the 
featured speaker at the 
Hampstead Middle School 
and Sanborn Regional Mid- 
dle School Project Respect 
last week. Her speech, titled 
"Rock Your Disability," car- 
ried the message that people 
with disabilities are not 
much different from those 
without them. 

"It's just that our obsta- 
cles are obvious," she said. 
"Not having the use of my 
legs has made things chal- 
lenging, but what I have 
gone through has taught me 
perseverance and patience. 



Obstacles are obstacles - 
whether it's a wheelchair or 
any other circumstance that 
stands between you and 
your dream. My message to 
all that will hear it, is don't 
let your limitations define 
you... my wheelchair does 
not define me. Don't focus 
on what you don't 
have... use what you do 
have." 

At Project Respect, she 
told the seventh graders 
that while she left Hamp- 
stead Middle School in fifth 
grade and despite the fact 
that teachers told her she 
was setting herself up for 
failure if she tried to catch 
up and graduate with her 



Drug Take Back Nets 75 Pounds

HAMPSTEAD - The sec- 
ond Drug Take Back event, 
held Saturday, Sept. 29, net- 
ted as much as the earlier 
event on April 28. The 
Hampstead Police Depart- 
ment organized the collec- 
tion, which was held at the 
Hampstead Fire Depart- 
ment. 

A Hampstead Police 
Officer was on site through- 
out the collection and drop 



off period, and the drugs 
were then taken into pos- 
session of the Hampstead 
Police at the close of the 
collection period. 

Hampstead Police Lt. 
John Frazier said Officer 
Doug Mullen, who was in 
charge of the effort, brought 
the 75.4 pounds of drugs 
collected to the central col- 
lection point in Manchester 
on Monday morning. 

Almost 3,000 pounds - 
2.5 tons - of unwanted or 
expired medication were 



turned in to collection 
points across New Hamp- 
shire during Saturday's col- 
lection. When combined 
with the three prior take 
back events in New Hamp- 
shire, the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration, and 
its state, local, and tribal 
law-enforcement and com- 
munity partners, have 
removed 9,371 pounds or 
4.6 tons of unwanted or 
expired medication in New 
Hampshire. 



brothers, Will and Cam- 
eron, she refused to be left 
behind. The triplets will 
graduate together this spring. 

She said doctors had 
given up on her as well. 

"I like goals," she said. 
"I had a goal of living when 
I was fighting for my life, 
and then I had the goal to 
get my life back." 

Sports always played a 
central role in her life and as 
she was recovering, but as a 
paraplegic, she said she dis- 
covered a world of sports 
for people with disabilities. 
She chose sled hockey ini- 
tially and said she was 
thrilled to be an athlete 
again. 

She was a swimmer 
before falling ill but was 
reluctant to go back into the 
pool, fearing she might 
drown without the use of 
her legs. Brother Will 
wouldn't allow her to think 
in terms of not being able to 
do it, she said. He put a life 
jacket on her and tossed her 
in. That moment was the 
first step on her way to win- 
ning the Gold Medal. 

"Too many people feed 
off negative energy," she 
said. "Whether you are 
young or old, if you have a 
dream, go for it. Too many 
times people try to discour- 
age you but I say - face it,

embrace it, defy it and con- 
quer it. You need to believe 
in your goal, your passion, 
and stay true to yourself and 
your dreams, and who you 
want to become." 

Hampstead Middle School 
guidance counselor Pat 
Jacobellis asked the seventh 
graders and the adults at the 
event to take an active role 
in effecting change by giv- 
ing them petitions to sign. 



The petitions note that only 
the United Kingdom, Brazil, 
Germany and Australia 
broadcast the Paralympics, 
and state "we are petition- 
ing NBC, who does most of 
the major coverage of the 
Olympics in the U.S., to 
give the same amount of 
coverage to the Para- 
lympics.

Downshifting Into Your Wallet 



School districts across the country 
are registering decreases in enrollment. 
So you'd think taxes would go down as 
well, as staffing is adjusted. 

At the same time, in New Hamp- 
shire - and we're not alone - retirement 
costs for public employees are rising. 
While the causes are many, ranging 
from the current state of the economy 
to grandiose retirement packages 
offered in years past, New Hampshire 
is choosing to deal with the problem 
by downshifting retirement costs from 
the state level to the municipal and 
school district level. 

So taxes go up instead. 

In the past, the state paid a signifi- 
cant portion of the retirement costs. 
That's all changed, in the name of cut- 
ting the state budget. But every home- 
owner in the state gets to take up the 
slack. Those costs do not magically 
disappear. 

Legislators pat themselves on the 
backs for cutting the state budget, but 
their constituents should be up in arms 
at their audacity in shifting those costs 
to homeowners, who are on the hook 
to pay them as they watch their prop- 
erty tax bill skyrocket - or they lose 
services in town and school in an 
attempt to make up the cost. 

There is no question - school bud- 
gets, most of which consist of person- 
nel costs - take a big hit when retire- 
ment is added in. That results in a clear 



but painful choice - raise taxes or cut 
services. Unless anyone is willing to 
renegotiate retirement deals. After all, 
no one is guaranteeing private indus- 
try's retirement programs - those that 
still exist. 

But because school enrollment has 
been declining, staff cuts have been 
made already. As we can see in Man- 
chester, more staff cuts lead to over- 
crowded classrooms. We don't want 
that here. 

At the same time, it's unrealistic to 
assume taxpayers can pay ever higher 
bills, even as they continue to work 
more hours for less money, if they have 
managed to hang on to a job - and their 
house. 

We aren't excited about cutting 
state services, but the reality is that 
continual downshifting of retirement 
costs will mean plenty of Granite 
Staters will lose their homes because 
they can't pay their taxes. Is that what 
the legislature had in mind by down- 
shifting? It's hypocritical to praise their 
work in reducing the state budget 
when the reduction is merely shifted 
onto the back of homeowners. 

We're in the midst of an election. 
Ask your state representative and state 
senate candidates how they plan to 
protect homeowners, and as we're a 
state all about pledges, ask them to 
pledge not to downshift costs to towns 
and school districts.

As Nov. 6 inches ever 
closer, the media is focused 
on poll results that favor the 
President in his quest for 
reelection. The speculation 
as to why this is the case is 
endless, and always seems to 
coalesce around the notion 
that Mr. Romney has run a 
terrible campaign (he has) 
and the President is more 
"likable" (seems to be). 

I think it also has a lot to 
do with how the two major 
parties present themselves 
to ordinary, non-activist 
voters. 

In the case of the Repub- 
licans, the discord and dis- 
unity within the party lead- 
ership circles is a big turnoff 
to voters who want to be 
able to support a party that 
is heading in a clear direc- 
tion. On the Democratic 
side of the equation, there is 
a high degree of unified 
support for candidates up 
and down the ticket. There 
simply is no crippling dis- 
cord being fostered by 
extreme ideological compo- 
nents of the party. There is 
also a leader who embraces 
pragmatism and demon- 
strates courage. 

In December of 2010, 
President Obama was faced 
with what was essentially 
political blackmail by the 
Republicans. The hard right, 
Tea Party element in the 
now famously "do nothing" 
Congress refused to budge 
on tax rates for the wealthy. 
They made two outrageous 
threats. The first was that if 
the President allowed the 
Bush tax cuts to lapse for the 
wealthy, then all of those 
cuts, including for the mid- 
dle class, would expire. 
They also said that unless 
the tax cuts were renewed, 
they would refuse to extend 



unemployment benefits for 
those in dire need. 

Unlike Mr. Romney, who 
is now on record as willing 
to virtually abandon nearly 
half of the population 
because they have different 
political views, the President 
proved that he really is the 
President of all Americans, 
by courageously protecting 
the unemployed, even while 
being criticized for giving in 
to monied interests. He put 
the immediate needs of 
working people and the 
middle class first. 

I think the polls are 
where they are because vot- 
ers see this courage in the 
President and don't see it in 
Mr. Romney. Future stars of 
the Republican party like 
Jeb Bush, Chris Christie, 
Mitch Daniels, and others 
chose to sit out the 2012 
contest. Did they lack the 
courage to face the myriad 
challenges the President is 
willing to confront or did 
they simply see him as 
unbeatable? Either way, 
Republicans have mailed it 
in this year.

SANDOWN - The bud- 
get committee agreed not to 
send out worksheets asking 
for input on budgets to 
department heads this year. 
The worksheets, which ask 
for justification for numbers 
and visions for depart- 
ments, caused some waves 
with town leaders last year. 



Chair Bruce Cleveland 
raised the issue at the com- 
mittee's Sept. 19 meeting. 

Selectman ex-officio Bren- 
da Copp said she thinks the 
worksheets were a good 
idea last year, but that as 
budget season has already 
arrived, it is too late to send 
out the worksheets this 
year. Copp noted that one of 
the reasons for instituting 
the document was to keep 



track of department re- 
sponses each year. 

Member Jon Goldman 
said that from a department 
head perspective, the sheets 
didn't go over well. Gold- 
man said that as a depart- 
ment head, he wanted a 
conversation with the bud- 
get committee on the num- 
bers, not a handwritten sen- 
tence or two. A candid dis- 
cussion is more in depth 



and informative, he said, 
and it's the way the town 
has been doing budgets for 
ages. 

Member Cathy Gorman 
said the worksheets were 
useful for the committee, 
but she didn't know if 
they'd be useful this late in 
the game. 

Member Dawn Nico- 
laisen said she wasn't a fan 
of the worksheets last year 



and seeing that they didn't 
go out early this year, the 
committee should hold off. 

With input from the 
committee, Cleveland de- 
cided to wait until at least 
next year before again send- 
ing out the worksheets. 

The committee approv- 
ed several budgets relatively 
quickly. The code enforce- 
ment account was approved 
with a gross expense of 



$3,566.16, the health officer 
account at a gross expense 
of $4,116.16, the plumbing 
account at a gross expense 
of $9,181 and a revenue of 
$10,880, the treasurer 
account at a gross expense 
of $3,968.69, the trustees of 
the trust funds account at a 
gross expense of $325, and 
the cemetery account at a 
gross of $4200. 



Library Numbers Approved by Budget Committee

SANDOWN - The bud- 
get committee made quick 
work of the Sandown Public 
Library's budget. After ex- 
planation of lines by direc- 
tor Barbara Lachance and 
the library trustees, headed 
by Tina Owens, at the Sept. 
26 meeting, the committee 
had only a couple of ques- 
tions and no suggestions for 
changes to the bottom line 
already approved by the 



board of selectmen. 

The gross number, pend- 
ing further review, totals 
$287,378.52, with revenue 
of $865. The number is 
slightly higher than the 
number the selectmen ap- 
proved due to increased 
State Retirement System 
costs recently downshifted 
from the state. 

There was some discus- 
sion about two new com- 
puters the library is pur- 
chasing in line with its 
multi-year technology plan. 



Chair Bruce Cleveland won- 
dered why $2,600 was 
included for that purchase, 
but the same line in the cur- 
rent year's budget still has 
$3,600 in it. 

Estimated cost for each 
computer in the budget is 
$1,100, with extra funds for 
peripherals. 

Lachance explained that 
the two computers planned 
for this year haven't been 
purchased yet. Also of con- 
cern is the potential need 
for a new printer to replace 



one that is on its last legs, 
she said. 

Committee member Jon 
Goldman has been suggesting 
departments look into leasing 
computers instead of buying 
them. Cleveland brought the 
matter up at the meeting. 

Library leadership let 
the committee know that 
leasing computers hadn't 
been discussed, but said it 
was a suggestion worth 
looking into. 

Goldman noted lower 
cost and quick refresh time 



for the leased equipment. 
He also cited a $1 buyout 
potential at the end of the 
lease term. Goldman sug- 
gested the town look into 
combining with the library 
to get on a lease plan for 
computers in an effort to 
save a few dollars with bulk 
purchasing. 

The budget committee 
unanimously approved the 
budget pending further 
review. Lachance informed 
the membership that next 
year's health insurance costs 



aren't yet known and that 
number will likely change 
in coming months. 

The budget committee is 
still on the lookout for one 
more member. A Sandown 
resident willing to help out 
the community for a few 
months is welcome to apply. 
The position is currently post- 
ed with a deadline of Oct. 1 . A 
previous call for a member 
went unheeded earlier this 
year. The committee meets 
Wednesdays at 6:30 p.m. 



Library Use Increases in Hampstead, Telescope Available

HAMPSTEAD - Hamp- 
stead Public Library Direc- 
tor Debra Hiett expressed 
pleasure at the number of 
library visits recorded for 
August. The library docu- 
mented 7,724 users, and she 



noted that the annual book 
sale accounted for some of 
the visits. 

An average of 4,693 
patrons per month visited in 
each of the previous seven 
months. 

Hiett told the Library 
Trustees at their recent 
meeting that she was also 



pleased about the number 
of times the Transparent 
Language database has been 
accessed since it was 
launched in April. It was 
used 101 times in May, 176 
times in June, 72 in July, 
and 360 times in August. 
The database has 80 lan- 
guages available for learning 
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online, along with cultural 
and social connections. 
In other business: 

• Hiett said a telescope 
from the New Hampshire 
Astronomical Society is 
now at the library, and 
patrons will be able to 
check it out just as they 
would a book. The Trustees 
held a first reading of their 
Telescope Borrowing Policy 
and User Agreement and 
will vote on it at a future 
meeting, allowing the tele- 
scope to be checked out if 
the card holder is 18 years 
or older. 

• The roofing project 
was scheduled to begin 
Monday, Oct. 1. In other 



maintenance work, the 
handicap parking space 
symbols in the front parking 
spaces were repainted, and 
the outside front parking lot 
lights are not working. 
Building and Grounds 
department head Steve 
Harms said he has no 
money to fix the lights, but 
if there is a problem with 
the pole or bulbs, it is the 
Town's responsibility. Coun- 
cilman Electric has been 
called to determine the 
cause of the problem. 

• For the first time, the 
library will participate in 
World Book Night, a cele- 
bration of literacy by pub- 
lishers, bookstores, libraries 



and individuals. On World 
Book Night 2013, 25,000 
"book givers" will each give 
away 25 copies of a special- 
ly-printed, not-for-resale 
edition of a book they have 
read and loved, chosen from 
a list of titles selected by 
librarians and booksellers. 
The books are to be given 
away to strangers - people 
who may never have owned 
a book. 

Hiett said as soon as she 
finds out if the Hampstead 
Library will be a "book 
giver" or a "book giver pick- 
up," she will provide more 
information. The event is 
slated for spring. 
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School Board Takes No Action on Budget Parameters

HAMPSTEAD - Board 
member Jim Stewart sought 
to offer his own budget 
model at the Sept. 25 School 
Board meeting, saying the 
board had discussed level 
funding, holding things to a 
1 percent increase, using 
zero based budgeting or 
what Jim Davis, a resident, 
suggested at the last meet- 
ing, budgeting by using 
level service. He suggested 
the board should reach an 
agreement on what method- 
ology would be used to help 
Assistant Superintendent 
Winfried Feneberg and the 
administration bring back 
an acceptable budget. 

His model, however, did 
not include anything the 
board and administration 



do not already provide, and 
he was told the board and 
administration always ad- 
dress the areas he suggest- 
ed. He was also advised that 
technology is reviewed on 
its own, and maintenance is 
a separate presentation. 

Stewart then said he 
wanted all items costing 
more than $25,000 to be 
taken out of the budget and 
presented as a warrant arti- 
cle. 

Feneberg told the board 
he welcomed its guidance 
on what members wanted to 
see in the budget, and said a 
target amount is helpful, 
but he added that he would 
do risk analysis on deci- 
sions where cuts had to be 
made. 

"We want to preserve a 
high quality education in 
Hampstead," Feneberg said. 



"Administration and teach- 
ers are charged with provid- 
ing an education that is 
reflective of the Town's 
goals and expectations." 

Feneberg added that it 
would be prudent to consid- 
er how to mitigate any long- 
term impacts resulting from 
the budget process. At that 
point, board member Jaye 
Dimando noted the board 
had not set any parameters 
nor specified any specific 
amount. That did not 
change at last week's meet- 
ing. 

Stewart said he has 
heard from some residents 
that they don't think they 
are getting real value for 
every dollar they are spend- 
ing. He reminded the board 
that the budget must be 
built within the context of 
the economic environment 



Police Building Committee 
Fails to Attain Quorum

HAMPSTEAD - Despite 
another poor showing from 
its members and the failure 
to reach a quorum, the 
Police Building Committee 
is making plans to move 
forward with efforts to get a 
new police station approved 
by the voters. The question 
is how to accomplish that 
and what path to take. 

The few members who 
attended a meeting Thurs- 
day, Sept. 27, discussed a 
number of options but their 
resolve to move ahead with 
the police station effort was 
not in question. 

Last March's vote not to 
support a bond for the sta- 
tion was disappointing, but 
more devastating was the 
voter turn down of the com- 



mittee's effort to buy the 
architectural plans for the 
station. 

The committee dis- 
cussed two main options - 
to seek approval of a bond 
to build the station, or to 
seek approval to start a Cap- 
ital Reserve Fund with a 
specific amount to be 
placed in the fund annually. 
If such a fund were for a 
five-year plan, it would take 
seven years before the sta- 
tion would be built, and 
that assumes voters would 
approve capital reserve 
funding each year. 

Without any figures to 
work with, the committee 
assumed the cost for build- 
ing the station would have 
increased since last year 
about 5 to 7 percent, 
although interest rates 
remain low. Members said 



that if the capital reserve 
route is chosen, the increase 
in cost would likely be 20 to 
30 percent. 

While a capital reserve 
option means the station 
would not be built soon, 
approval of such a measure 
requires 50 percent of the 
voters, whereas a bond 
requires a super-majority of 
60 percent, something the 
effort to get a new station 
has been unable to achieve. 

As the committee lacked 
a quorum, no decisions 
were reached. Steve Londri- 
gan, the chairman, ex- 
pressed disappointment at 
the lack of committee en- 
thusiasm but said he hoped 
more members would 
attend the next meeting, 
slated for Oct. 2, after the 
Tri-Town Times went to 
press. 
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in town. 

"Things are tough in 
Hampstead," he said. 

School Administrative 
Unit (SAU) 55 Business 
Administrator George Stok- 
inger gave the board a budg- 
et status report, saying he 
wanted to lay some myths 
and misunderstandings to 
rest. He handed out a sheet 
that had been prepared on 
June 30 that listed the 
appropriation variances that 
led to the surplus. The 
budget bottom line with 
fund transfers included was 
$23,913,106. The surplus as 
of June 30 was $1,223,508. 

His figures showed the 
surplus resulted from seven 
budget sources: salaries, 
$150,412; benefits, $60,525; 
regular education tuition, 
$291,963; special education 
tuition, $359,303; special 
education transportation, 
$112,556; utilities, $107,867; 
and other, $136,747, for a 
total of $1,219,373. 

The revenue and credit 
variances included the June 
30, 2011 "surplus" of 
$1,194,480. The net surplus 



amount was $1,390,181 for 
2012, less reserve for 
encumbrances and the Cap- 
ital Reserve contribution, 
leaving a total surplus of 
$1,223,508. 

"Every year I send the 
Selectmen a schedule of pay- 
ments for the next 12 months 
and how much the district 
will need and when from the 
total school assessment of 
$17.7 million," he said. "On 
June 30 I sent the following 
schedule of School District 
needs for the 2012-2013 
school year: July 1, zero; Aug. 
1, $860,000; Sept. 1, 
$1,210,000, and so forth, 
adding up to the $17,758,664 
appropriation amount by the 
June 1 draw. We didn't need 
any money on July 1, because 
we had the $1.2 million in 
surplus to expend." 

Budgeting for salaries, 
insurance, tuition and trans- 
portation 20 months out 
will always produce a sur- 
plus of sorts, as the district 
must budget for the worst 
case scenario, Stokinger 
pointed out. 

Stewart wanted to know 



what would happen if dur- 
ing the course of the year, 
the school district did not 
have sufficient funds to 
handle an emergency. 

Stokinger said the 
school district could ask for 
a deficit appropriation to 
cover the excess budget 
need so long as there was a 
source of revenue. If there 
were no source of revenue, 
the school district would 
have to go to the voters to 
ask for additional funds. 

Feneberg said, "This is 
not ever well received when 
it happens. Typically the 
surplus goes in to reduce 
the appropriation so it is 
returned to the taxpayers by 
reducing what they have to 
raise as taxes. Without the 
surplus, the school district 
would be asking taxpayers 
to raise a million dollars 
more in appropriations. 
Over the last five years, the 
surplus has ranged from 
$798,000 in 2008 to the 
$1,223,000 in 2012, or gen- 
erally 4 to 5 percent of the 
total budget amount."

Town Times goes to press. 



"Eastern Equine En- 
cephalitis (EEE) has been 
found in a horse and in 
mosquitoes trapped in sev- 
eral nearby towns," Emer- 
son said in his spray notice. 
"Spraying to control adult 
mosquitoes will take place 
at the Middle School, Cen- 
tral School, Depot Road 
Fields, Holiday Lane Fields, 
Meeting House Field and 
Woodland Pond Field." 

Emerson said people 
may not be present on the 
fields during spraying. The 
sites can be used, however, 
on the following day. 



The insecticide Cross- 
check (bifenthrin 7.9 per- 
cent) was to be used to con- 
trol adult mosquitoes. Back- 
pack sprayers were to be 
employed, and no town- 
wide road spraying is sched- 
uled. Dragon Mosquito 
Control, Inc., of Brentwood 
is the applicator. 

Residents may call 734- 
4144 or email info@dr agon- 
mosquito, com for further 
information regarding spray 
dates, times, locations, 
insecticides, precautions, 
West Nile Virus, EEE and 
other concerns.

to the plowing expendable 
trust fund created last year. 

Based on input from 
police chief Joe Gordon, the 
selectmen are also looking 
into not only presenting a 
warrant article for a fourth 
installment of $176,000 
into the capital reserve fund 
for a new police station but 
a second article that would 
fund the balance of the proj- 
ect and allow construction 
to start a year earlier than 
planned. 

In other business Mon- 
day night: 

• The board of select- 
men made quick work of all 
six budgets under the con- 
trol of public works director 
Artie Genualdo. It was a 
mixed bag of increases and 
decreases that were sent on 
for review by the budget 
committee. 

The highway operating 
account was approved at a 
gross expense of $517,077.16 



and $350 of revenue, up .14 
percent. The highway facili- 
ties account was approved 
at a gross of $10,516 and no 
revenue, up by 2.92 percent. 
The sanitation facilities 
account was approved at a 
gross expense of $8,564 and 
$1 of revenue, up by 19.4 
percent. The sanitation site 
account was approved at a 
gross of $2,000 and $1 of 
revenue, down by 33.33 
percent. The sanitation 
operating account was 
approved at a gross of 
$343,669.16 and a revenue 
of $17,500 a reduction of 
.38 percent. And the recy- 
cling account was approved 
at $49,125 and a revenue of 
$17,500, showing a reduc- 
tion of .25 percent over cur- 
rent year figures. 

The planning board's 
account came in under cur- 
rent year's funding. It was 
approved at a gross expense 
of $25,797.15 and $4000 
revenue. 

The election and regis- 
tration budget was prepared 



by Blaisdell and town clerk 
Michelle Short in the 
absence of a town modera- 
tor. The expense is down, as 
next year there is a single 
election, compared to four 
this year. The gross number 
approved by the selectmen 
was $5,275. 

Elected moderator Ted 
Winglass resigned the posi- 
tion recently after moving 
out of town, and the select- 
men are currently looking 
for a volunteer. 

• The Sandown Republi- 
can Committee donated 
$606.05 to the town for the 
placing of flags along Main 
Street. Earlier in the year, 
Genualdo suggested that 
the center of town could be 
spruced up with flags, and 
the selectmen agreed. The 
Republican Committee de- 
cided to help raise funds 
and did so with both a golf 
tournament and $444 that 
came in through donations 
in buckets placed around 
town and the sale of Ameri- 
can flag pins. 
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especially games, electron- 
ics and sports equipment. 
Gifts or monetary donations 
should be dropped off at the 
individual churches.

HAMPSTEAD - Hamp- 
stead Middle School eighth 
grade teacher Katie Wolff 
and Pinkerton Academy 
senior Patrick Doolittle 
have the approval of the 
School Board for a proposed 
trip to Washington, D.C., 
for the 2013 Presidential 
Inauguration Ceremony. 

The board unanimously 
approved the proposed plan 
at its Tuesday Sept. 25, 
meeting. 

Wolff told the board this 
would be a school-support- 
ed trip that is integrated 
with the Hampstead School 
District curriculum goals 
and the New Hampshire 
Social Studies Frameworks. 
She said that what the stu- 
dents would learn and expe- 
rience from the trip is part 
of the curriculum that is 
imbedded in her courses on 
a daily basis. 

The trip details have not 
been solidified as yet but 



Wolff is looking at bringing 
24 Hampstead Middle 
School eighth grade stu- 
dents and four to six 
Pinkerton Academy stu- 
dents - those who went on 
her previous inauguration 
trip four years ago. 

"The goal is to have 40 
paid participants, including 
parents and students and 
staff chaperones," she said. 
"This would be equal 
opportunity for all students, 
who will complete an appli- 
cation process. Applications 
will be reviewed and 
approved by the HMS trip 
committee." 

Wolff is hoping to have 
the applications and de- 
posits for the trip in hand 
prior to the election Nov. 6. 
She plans to cap the number 
of students at 30 due to the 
magnitude of the inaugura- 
tion and the close supervi- 
sion needed for the trip. 
The trip will have a ratio of 
one to six HMS teacher/staff 
chaperones to students. The 
trip would originate in 



Hampstead on Saturday, 
Jan. 19, and return Tuesday, 
Jan. 22. The students would 
miss one day of school - 
Jan. 22, as there is no school 
scheduled for Jan. 21. 

Doolittle, who partici- 
pated in the previous inau- 
guration trip with Wolff, 
told the board the inaugura- 
tion trip he took as an 
eighth grade student was an 
event and experience that 
defines who he is and what 
he does and wants to be. 

"The trip shaped who I 
am and what I care about 
and what I want to do with 
my life," he said. 

He said that what the 
students in Wolff's classes 
learn on a daily basis in 
civics, ethics, politics, 
debate and history are out- 
standing, but the trip 
becomes an opportunity for 
the students to live it in real 
time, experiencing it first 
hand. He said the impact of 
the trip's experience is far 
reaching and brings a much 
better understanding of the 



democratic process to those 
who participate. 

"The trip isn't about the 
person being elected, it is 
about the process, and we 
learn that the things that 
connect us are much 
stronger than what divides 
us," he said. 

He went on to say the 
trip provides a profound 
learning experience and has 
a lasting impact on those 
who participate. It is an 
opportunity for the students 
to experience the democrat- 



ic process and to be a part of 
something bigger than 
themselves. He pointed out 
that serving as the Hamp- 
stead student from Pinker- 
ton on the School Board is a 
direct result of his HMS and 
PA experiences, such as the 
inauguration trip. 

Wolff said if there isn't 
sufficient interest within the 
eighth grade ranks, the trip 
might be opened to more 
Pinkerton students or possi- 
bly to HMS seventh graders. 
She encouraged parents of 



students wishing to go to 
accompany their children as 
"guests." 

"This trip is a gift this 
school gives to its kids," she 
said. 

She said in the past 
resources were available if a 
student wanted to go but 
needed financial assistance, 
and she assumed the same 
would hold true for this 
trip.

Megan said both he and 
his dad, troop leader Peter 
Megan, are familiar with the 
conservation land that is set 
aside for use by community 
members. 

"In 2011, I walked the 
trails behind my house and 
noticed the poor condition 
of the trails," he said. "They 
were growing over, barely 
marked, and strewn with 
scattered debris from past 
storms. Being a Life Scout at 
the time (the rank in Boy 
Scouts before Eagle), I con- 
tacted the committee chair- 
man of the Hampstead Con- 



servation Commission, Tim 
Lovell, about the possibility 
of me conducting a conser- 
vation restoration project 
for my Eagle project. We 
discussed the idea, and he 
instead encouraged me to 
replace a bridge out by West 
Road, which I agreed to do." 

Megan took responsibil- 
ity for overseeing the plan- 
ning and the designing of 
the bridge for the project, 
and expressed satisfaction 
with the outcome. 

"I felt a great deal of suc- 
cess, having been the one to 
lead over 18 volunteers dur- 
ing the course of the build- 
ing of the bridge," he said. 
"The entire cost of the bridge 
was $495.11, and all materi- 
als and supplies were paid 
for by the Hampstead Con- 
servation Commission. I 
would like to give tremen- 
dous thanks to East Coast 
Lumber, who sold me all of 



the materials at an excellent 
discounted price, which 
really helped to keep the cost 
of the bridge under $500." 

At a recent Conservation 
Commission meeting, Lov- 
ell noted that Megan had 
done an excellent job with 
the bridge. 

"The importance of an 
Eagle Project is to demon- 
strate leadership skills, and 
over the course of the proj- 
ect, I led 18 volunteers 
through the construction 
process of the bridge," 
Megan said. Adults, fellow 
troop members and scouts 
from Camp Wanocksett, a 
Boy Scout camp where 
Megan works in the summer, 
all worked on the project. 

"All of the volunteer 
help was tremendous, and 
without the assistance of all 
of them, my project would 
not have been able to be 
completed," he said.

year; and in 2012, there 
were three, with one in 
progress. Feneberg said the 
School District and the local 
police conduct the investi- 
gations and generally find 
the issue to be one of joint 
custody, where parents live 
in different towns or custo- 
dial changes occur for the 
students. He said parents 
with joint custody can now, 
by law, choose which school 
the children should attend. 

"We take this very seri- 
ously and we vigorously 
investigate any reports we 
have," Feneberg said. 

The School Board also 
discussed and approved its 
goals for the coming year. 
The goals, aligned with the 
District's Strategic Plan and 
combined with administra- 



tive and community sup- 
port, provide the founda- 
tion for the board to strive 
for academic excellence. 

The board briefly dis- 
cussed Stewart's proposed 
goal that would have set a tar- 
get student-teacher ratio, rais- 
ing a cautionary word from 
Feneberg. The board eventu- 
ally approved its goals for the 
2012-13 school year without 
a specific ratio included. 

Feneberg said he was 
wary of the wording Stewart 
wanted, noting the board 
should be "cautious" about 
setting ratios. He said he 
worried that such a state- 
ment would limit what the 
administration could do with 
respect to school board goals. 

The alternative wording 
stated the board would 
adjust budget and staff 
based on enrollment with- 
out sacrificing commitment 
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and resources needed for 
ensuring a successful edu- 
cational product. 

The approved goals are: 
• Communication - The 
board will continue to pres- 
ent the schools' budget 
needs and programs in an 
open, transparent manner. 
In addition, communication 
of legislative matters relat- 
ing to education will be 
brought to the public's 
awareness by discussions at 
School Board meetings. This 
year, the board will make 
educating the public as to 
the roles and responsibili- 
ties of a board vs. an admin- 
istrator a priority. 

•Policies - The board will 
continue to analyze, update, 
and, if needed, revise or elim- 
inate some of its policies. The 



board will review policies to 
establish an overall target 
ratio of students to teachers at 
both schools. The ratios will 
include regular, gifted and 
Special Education students 
and will exclude all staff 
members directly linked to 
providing Special Ed services. 

• Curriculum and pro- 
grams - The board will 
appoint a member represen- 
tative to the Curriculum 
Committee. This initiative 
will enable all members of 
the School Board the oppor- 
tunity to better understand 
the core curriculum as well 
as the varied Unified Arts 
program's needs and antici- 
pated outcomes. 

• Technology, Media

School Board Decision 
Correct 

To the editor: 

What is it that some 
people still do not under- 
stand about the 2012-13 
school budget that was 



voted in? Specifically, 
regarding the position of 
Assistant Principal for 
Hampstead Central School. 
There appears to be a small 
group of residents still 
attempting to misrepresent 
the budget voted on. 

The salary amount desig- 
nated for an Assistant Princi- 
pal at HCS was because we 
already had that position 
filled. The money was in the 
budget of 2012-13. Before 
the end of the school year, 
the staff member resigned 
(money to fill the position 
were already in the budget 
and the bottom line of the 
budget was approved). We 
have fewer than 500 stu- 
dents at Central School and 
are not obligated to have an 
Assistant Principal. 

That being the truth, at 
least three members of the 
School Board rightfully and 
responsibly voted not to 
rehire another Assistant 
Principal for the 2012-13 
school year. They did not 
turn a "blind eye" to any- 
thing. Board members are 
quite savvy regarding every 
aspect of running our 
schools. The duties were 
reassigned by administra- 
tors and designated to other 
staff that possess the abili- 
ties and yes, the time, to 
perform certain tasks nor- 
mally assigned to an Assis- 
tant Principal. 

Hampstead Middle School 
also has fewer than 500 stu- 
dents. It made perfect sense 
to distribute responsibility 
of both schools to the Assis- 
tant Principal currently at 
the Middle School by split- 
ting his time between both 
schools. 



Not all of the duties pre- 
sented in the Domains of 
Responsibilities: HCS Assis- 
tant Principal by Mr. Collins 
are done on a daily basis. 
Some occur yearly, others 
monthly, weekly, or bi- 
weekly. None of the respon- 
sibilities that were reas- 
signed directly impacted 
teaching and learning in the 
classroom in any negative 
way. We have teachers for 
learning and teaching. 
Many have been there a 
number of years and totally 
understand curriculum, its 
changes, their students' 
needs, and the school cli- 
mate and processes. The 
children are not missing 
access to any learning. 

When budgets are voted 
in for the operation of the 
schools or the town, it is the 
bottom line that we are vot- 
ing on, not individual line 
items. Money can be moved 
around, line items are some- 
times overspent or under- 
spent. Underspent money 
makes up the surplus or 
counters overspent lines. 
Just because the Assistant 
Principal salary was already 
in the budget, does not 
mean it must be spent - it 
simply moves to the surplus 
amount or some might be 
used to offset overspent 
lines. 

Please understand the 
reality of the situation when 
it comes to the budget and 
stop nagging and complain- 
ing about a decision that 
was made responsibly and 
correctly by at least three of 
our board members.
